The 12-ccnt loans on the 1931 
crop, due to expire July I, recently 
were extended until February 1, 1930.

the automobile which he had been 
driving.

excitement on the 19th floor of the 
Bankers building, where the Depart- 
ment of Justice offices arc located but 
Mr. Purvis reiterated his statement 
that any information would have to 
come from Washington. 


Once Escaped G-Mcn 


Davis gained his first notoriety in 


1!)23 when he was sentenced to the 
Oklahoma state prison for murder, 
where, it is believed, he first met 
Karpis. Davis escaped from that in, 
stitution In 1925, but was recaptured. 
Ou November 3, 1932, he was granted 
a "leave of absence" until July 1, 
1933. 
This was extended an additional 


year and since that time he has been 
listed as fugitive. 


His next public appearance was last 


January 20 when lie and Karpis shot 
their way out of a government trap 
in an Atlantic City hotel. 


Davis was captured early in Feb- 


ruary in Kansas City and wa.s being 
brought to Chicago by airplane. Near 
Yorkville the plane was forced down, 
and Davis and his captors went into 
a hotel. Davis leaped through a win- 
dow of the tap room while one of 
the agents was telephoning the Clii- 
cago office for instructions.
